floor of the factory there Is piled a 
heap of roses several feet in height 
and the entire quantity would make 
many fair sized cartloads. 
The most 


precious of all tlie perfumes distilled 
In tbe factories Is tlie attar of roses. 
Xo less than forty-five pounds'of rose 
petals are needed to make one gram 
(fifteen and one-half grains troy) of the 
essence. 
Briefly the methods of ex- 


tracting the frairrance are as follows: 
The petal* are spread between sheets 
of glu«s. wlilr-h are held about four 
inches apart by wooden frames. 
On 


each aide of the gldss Is a layer of 
lard a little-less than half an Inch In 
thickness. The sheets of glass with 
their load of petals are plied one above 
another, and at tbe end of about twen- 
ty-four hours it is found that the essen- 
tial oil from tlie flowers has been ab- 
sorbed by the Inrd. The lard Is finally 
melted la a large Iron vessel and Is 
then mixed with spirits. The essential 
oil of the flowers rises to the surface 
In combination with the spirit: finally 
it is collected and filtered. This par- 
ticular plan ir, known as the 'cold 
method.' " 


Why Lions Roar Is *t Last Discovered 


by a Scientist.

ITALY'S LEANING TOWERS. 


Th» Strangest of Them All Ar» th» 


Two In Bologna. 


Italy is a land of many leaning tow- 


ers, but the tower of Pisa Is the 
best known. The strangest of tbe lean- 
ing towera, however, are tbe Torre 
Asiuelll and the Torre Garisenda In 
Bologna, which were erected A. D. 
1109 and 1110. The builders intended 
them for fortified homes, of which Bo- 
logna at one time possessed as many 
as 200. The gloomy, smooth walled 
brick towers standing side by side 
make a strange impression upon the 
person who looks up at them from the j 
ground. 


Tbe Torre Asiuelll Is 320 feet high 


and contains a rough staircase of 447 
steps. From the summit, which la four 
feet out of plumb with the base, one 
has a fine view of the city. The slant 
Is unintentional ami was 
probably 


car.sed by the sinking of the founda- 
tions. Torre Garlsenda is 1G3 feet high 
—sixteen feet lower than the I>eanlitg 
Tower of Pisa—and is ten, feet out of 
plumb—only three feet less than the 
Tower of Pisa. 


When Ottone Garlsenda began to 


•build, A. D. 1110, he apparently wanted 
his house to surpass his neighbor Asi- 
nelll's In oddity, and so he intention- 
ally made his tower out of the perpen- 
dicular. Bi found it impossible, how- 
ever, to complete the tower at that 
angle and had to cease work.—London 
Standard.

DOUBLE PORTIONS THE IDEA 


They Were Probably Made of Iron Ob- 


tained From Meteorites, 


In the old world the art of smelting 


ores was discovered about'1200 B; C. 
It has sometimes been suggested that 
iron tools and weapons may have been 
made at an earlier period from meteor- 
ites, and recently a considerable amount 
of evidence in behalf of this hypothesis 
has been presented by (D. P. Kimmer. 


He has compiled a list of the known 


Iron-containing meteorites, nearly all 
accumulated within the past century. 
and he shows from these alone about 
250 tons of Iron might be obtained.. Of 
this amount more than 99 per cent is 
malleable, consisting of a nickel-iron 
alloy. He also shows by means of n 
series of illustrations how easy it is to 
detach from the meteorites fragments 
of iron suitable for use as tools or im- 
plements when mounted in handles. 


Thus it seems fairly probable that a 


widespread use may have been made of 
meteoritlc iron, iu prehistoric times. 
At tRe time of the Spanish conquest of 
Mexico the Aztecs had iron knives and 
daggers, which, they declared, had been 
obtained from tbe sky. Moreover, the 
use of meteoritic iron by Eskimos and 
American Indians is a matter of recent 
history.—Scientific American.

Odd Ends Instead of Enriching the 
Garbags Pail with Leftovers—A Role 
For the "Tail End" of Steak*.

Buy at the same 
tinja enough chuck or lower rouud 
steuk to make enough of the meat so 
that when all chopped together there 
will be enough for a second meal two 
days later, whereas the small tall alone 
would nutiiavo been euongh. 


lu cooking rice for luncheon cook 


enough mare so'tjmt there will be suffi- 
cient for rice cukes for breakfast, not 
merely a^Binali" suucerful with wmch 
hardly anything tan be done. Similar- 
ly -wTtiryihiy other-foods, which by 
cooking about one-third more the first 
time will prove sufficient for a second 
meal, rather than, have left such a 
small portion that it will likely be 
thrown out and considered not worth 
saving-. 


In coo'feing vegetables it is easy to 


cook at one time a double portion, to be 
divided into two days' use. 
For In- 


stance, carrots or spinach or asparagus 
cnft be cooked with one using of fuel, 
then used one day hot, one day cold. 
The water must be saved in which it 
was cooked. This, when combined with 
cream, will make a delicious creauJ 
soup for luncheon of the third day. It 
is in the .water of the yegetables that 
the most valuable mineral'salts are to 
be found, so that by saving them w« 
are also saving food values. 


In making pie crust make sufficient 


•xtra to huve tor tarts or small cheese 
crackers l>y adding old grated cheese 
to the paste before i^. is cooked. In pre- 
paring any 'kind of corustarch or tapl- 
ocu pudding make It in small molds 
instead of in a large one. The small 
mohte wiH "serve just one person, and 
there is likely to be little waste, where 
if a large mold is used the portions will 
not come ovttf %ven, and there is likely 
to be waste.' 


Everywhere that the "double cook- 


ing" can lie given and fuel thus saved 
there Is ecottdniy. Very many families 
cook'separate meat, potatoes and vege- 
tables over separate burners every day, 
when by the double cooking they could 
not only save time, but fuel aud ma- 
terial, if inoro were (spoked nt once an* 
the remainder of the dish maAt a 
"planned over" instead o-t a "left over." 


In cooking cereal there is always a 


little left, over, which in many homes ia 
thrown out or put on a saucer, expect- 
ing to be warmed, but which never is. 
Why not, instead, cook more aad then 
pour the excess into muffin rings, 
where li can be made into cakes to fry 
for lunch or next day's breakfast? Or 
enough can bo save<l to form the basis 
of griddclcakeK, iimit'ms and similar 
dishes. 


If fish is used buy •enough so that th* 


second amount can lie made into cakes 
or scalloped forms, etc. The bones and 
waste can'ie used in a soup, which, 11 
well seasoned anil strained and com- j 
bined with rice, will conserve the most 
nourishing values of the fish.

Hew Attar «-{''Roses Is Made by 


Cold Method.

gers deal with each blossom. 
On the 


floor of the factory there Is piled a 
heap of roses several feet in height 
and the entire quantity would make 
many fair sized cartloads. 
The most 


precious of all tlie perfumes distilled 
In tbe factories Is tlie attar of roses. 
Xo less than forty-five pounds'of rose 
petals are needed to make one gram 
(fifteen and one-half grains troy) of the 
essence. 
Briefly the methods of ex- 


tracting the frairrance are as follows: 
The petal* are spread between sheets 
of glu«s. wlilr-h are held about four 
inches apart by wooden frames. 
On 


each aide of the gldss Is a layer of 
lard a little-less than half an Inch In 
thickness. The sheets of glass with 
their load of petals are plied one above 
another, and at tbe end of about twen- 
ty-four hours it is found that the essen- 
tial oil from tlie flowers has been ab- 
sorbed by the Inrd. The lard Is finally 
melted la a large Iron vessel and Is 
then mixed with spirits. The essential 
oil of the flowers rises to the surface 
In combination with the spirit: finally 
it is collected and filtered. This par- 
ticular plan ir, known as the 'cold 
method.' " 


Why Lions Roar Is *t Last Discovered

ITALY'S LEANING TOWERS. 


Th» Strangest of Them All Ar» th» 


Two In Bologna. 


Italy is a land of many leaning tow- 


ers, but the tower of Pisa Is the 
best known. The strangest of tbe lean- 
ing towera, however, are tbe Torre 
Asiuelll and the Torre Garisenda In 
Bologna, which were erected A. D. 
1109 and 1110. The builders intended 
them for fortified homes, of which Bo- 
logna at one time possessed as many 
as 200. The gloomy, smooth walled 
brick towers standing side by side 
make a strange impression upon the 
person who looks up at them from the j 
ground. 


Tbe Torre Asiuelll Is 320 feet high 


and contains a rough staircase of 447 
steps. From the summit, which la four 
feet out of plumb with the base, one 
has a fine view of the city. The slant 
Is unintentional ami was 
probably 


car.sed by the sinking of the founda- 
tions. Torre Garlsenda is 1G3 feet high 
—sixteen feet lower than the I>eanlitg 
Tower of Pisa—and is ten, feet out of 
plumb—only three feet less than the 
Tower of Pisa. 


When Ottone Garlsenda began to 


•build, A. D. 1110, he apparently wanted 
his house to surpass his neighbor Asi- 
nelll's In oddity, and so he intention- 
ally made his tower out of the perpen- 
dicular. Bi found it impossible, how- 
ever, to complete the tower at that 
angle and had to cease work.—London 
Standard.

DOUBLE PORTIONS THE IDEA 


They Were Probably Made of Iron Ob- 


tained From Meteorites, 


In the old world the art of smelting 


ores was discovered about'1200 B; C. 
It has sometimes been suggested that 
iron tools and weapons may have been 
made at an earlier period from meteor- 
ites, and recently a considerable amount 
of evidence in behalf of this hypothesis 
has been presented by (D. P. Kimmer. 


He has compiled a list of the known 


Iron-containing meteorites, nearly all 
accumulated within the past century. 
and he shows from these alone about 
250 tons of Iron might be obtained.. Of 
this amount more than 99 per cent is 
malleable, consisting of a nickel-iron 
alloy. He also shows by means of n 
series of illustrations how easy it is to 
detach from the meteorites fragments 
of iron suitable for use as tools or im- 
plements when mounted in handles. 


Thus it seems fairly probable that a 


widespread use may have been made of 
meteoritlc iron, iu prehistoric times. 
At tRe time of the Spanish conquest of 
Mexico the Aztecs had iron knives and 
daggers, which, they declared, had been 
obtained from tbe sky. Moreover, the 
use of meteoritic iron by Eskimos and 
American Indians is a matter of recent 
history.—Scientific American.

For instance, when | 
buying a steak with a tail end have 
this end chopped by the butcher. But 
do not stbp lucre. Buy at the same 
tinja enough chuck or lower rouud 
steuk to make enough of the meat so 
that when all chopped together there 
will be enough for a second meal two 
days later, whereas the small tall alone 
would nutiiavo been euongh. 


lu cooking rice for luncheon cook 


enough mare so'tjmt there will be suffi- 
cient for rice cukes for breakfast, not 
merely a^Binali" suucerful with wmch 
hardly anything tan be done. Similar- 
ly -wTtiryihiy other-foods, which by 
cooking about one-third more the first 
time will prove sufficient for a second 
meal, rather than, have left such a 
small portion that it will likely be 
thrown out and considered not worth 
saving-. 


In coo'feing vegetables it is easy to 


cook at one time a double portion, to be 
divided into two days' use. 
For In- 


stance, carrots or spinach or asparagus 
cnft be cooked with one using of fuel, 
then used one day hot, one day cold. 
The water must be saved in which it 
was cooked. This, when combined with 
cream, will make a delicious creauJ 
soup for luncheon of the third day. It 
is in the .water of the yegetables that 
the most valuable mineral'salts are to 
be found, so that by saving them w« 
are also saving food values. 


In making pie crust make sufficient 


•xtra to huve tor tarts or small cheese 
crackers l>y adding old grated cheese 
to the paste before i^. is cooked. In pre- 
paring any 'kind of corustarch or tapl- 
ocu pudding make It in small molds 
instead of in a large one. The small 
mohte wiH "serve just one person, and 
there is likely to be little waste, where 
if a large mold is used the portions will 
not come ovttf %ven, and there is likely 
to be waste.' 


Everywhere that the "double cook- 


ing" can lie given and fuel thus saved 
there Is ecottdniy. Very many families 
cook'separate meat, potatoes and vege- 
tables over separate burners every day, 
when by the double cooking they could 
not only save time, but fuel aud ma- 
terial, if inoro were (spoked nt once an* 
the remainder of the dish maAt a 
"planned over" instead o-t a "left over." 


In cooking cereal there is always a 


little left, over, which in many homes ia 
thrown out or put on a saucer, expect- 
ing to be warmed, but which never is. 
Why not, instead, cook more aad then 
pour the excess into muffin rings, 
where li can be made into cakes to fry 
for lunch or next day's breakfast? Or 
enough can bo save<l to form the basis 
of griddclcakeK, iimit'ms and similar 
dishes. 


If fish is used buy •enough so that th* 


second amount can lie made into cakes 
or scalloped forms, etc. The bones and 
waste can'ie used in a soup, which, 11 
well seasoned anil strained and com- j 
bined with rice, will conserve the most 
nourishing values of the fish.
